PKESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


Newton,  August  31st,  1SG5. 
To  t\^  Stockholders  of  the  Western  N.  G,  B.  B.  Company : 

I  h'ii'Ve  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the  Tenth  Annual  EeporL 
of  th(3  condition  of  your  affairs; 

Fr^m  the  organization  of  the  Company  to  the  present  time,  the  State  has 
subafcribed  and  paid  to  the  .Treasurer,  in  its  Bonds,  the  sum  of  §1,418,000. 
Ind»viduah  have  paid  during  same  time  §720,085.79.  This  fund  has  been 
ex,pended  upon  the  Construction  of  the  Eoad,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
tb^  Charter,  and  as  shown  in  former  Repof ts  made  to  you. 

It  will  be  seen  that  individuals  have  paid  817,085.79  in  excess  of  their 

,^ne-third  of  the  aggregate ;  but  a  provision  of  the  Charter  restricts  the  State  ■ 

Treasurer  to  payments  of  §50,000  or  upwards.    Hence,  we  cannot  collect 

an  installment  from  the  State  until  the  excess  of  payments  by  individuals 

is  increased  from  §17,085.79  to  §25,000,  or  more, 

•  At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Construction  Account  was  indebt- 
ed to  the  Transportation  Department  §36,173.63. 

During  the  past  yd&r  there  has  been  collected  on  account  of  Construction 
120,227.75,  and  paid  out  on  same -account  §13,502.82  which  makes  |^c 
,  present  indebtedness  of  the  Construction  to  the  Transportation  DepartmeBt 
§29,508.70.  •  '       : 

The  Company  are  indebted  to  parties  at  the  North,  for  material  purchas- 
ed before  the  war,  to  the  amount  of  §19,584.07/  with  interest  on  $3,000  of  it 
for  four  years. '  This  is  all  of  which  we  have  information. 

In  order  to  pay  negro  hire  in  advance  and  avoid  giving  notes  the  first  of 
January  last,  the  Treasurer  borrowed  from  the  Bank  at  Statesville  §14,500. 
When  the  note  fell  due  he  oflered"  to  pay  it,  but  the  money  was»rofused.— 
If  the  tender  was  not  sufficient  to  relieve  us,  equity  will  not  make  the  Com- 
pany liable  for  more  than  the  value  of  the  money  received,  which  would  be 
§290. 

Advertisement  has  been  made  for  persons  having  claims  against  the 
Road  to  send  them  in  for  settlement.  It  was  my  desire  to  be  able  to  lay 
before  you  an  exact  statement  of  the  local  debt..  Although  I  a^n  not  ablo 
to  do  so,  precisely,  I  fee! assured  in  saying  it  will  not  exceed  three  thous- 
and dollars  up  to  the  1st  July  last.  This  does  not  include  the  Salary  Ac- 
count, which  Ihave  not  considered  as  fixed,  nor  the  expenses  incurred,  since 
in  repairs.  .  • 

The  Northern  debt  ($20,350)  is'not  a  pressing  one.  As  soon  as  commu- 
nication was  opened,  the  Treasurer  went  on  to  see  llie  parties,  with  the 
.  hope  of  compromising  the  claims,  but  they  declined  any  settlement  othei> 
than  payment  in  full — principal  iind  interest.  Tliey,  however,  very  gener- 
ously agree  to  wait  until  better  times  for  their  mpney,  and  Messrs.  Norn's 
&  Son,  the  principal  creditors,  offer  to  furnish  any  matcrial'we  may  need 
on  time. 

The  amount  due  froiQ,  the  Construction  Acxiount,  wheo  collected,  will  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Company. 

This  Corporation  has  been  a  great  sufferer  by  war.  The  Road  was  bad- 
ly run  dowa — iron  much  worn — the  ditches  tilled — croBs-tiee  rotted.    The 


Confederate  Government  owed  the  large  i-nun  of  §177,553. NT,  wliicli  in  a 
total  loss.  And  to  tluK  may  be  added  tlie  destruction,  liy  tliy  United  'itates 
.forces,  of  your  valuable  Sliopa  and  machinery  at  Salisiniry,  tojrctlier  with 
all  the  buildings,  two  engines,  cars,  tools,  maps,  surveys  and  paper.^tlicrc-. 
Following  the  line  of  the  Koad,  they  burneil  a  train  of  cars  two  miles  from 
Salisbury,  the  tankand  adjoining  building  at  the  Six  Mile,  post,  the  bridges 
over  Second  and  Third  C'-eeks,  thf  Depot  and  other  buildings  at  Tiiird 
Creek  Station,  all  the  buildings  and  a  lot  of  cars  at  Statesvillo,  the  Staifon 
House  and  cars  at  Icard's,  tlie  Depot  and  cars  at  the  Head  of  the  lioad, 
and' a  Steam  Saw-Mill  recently  purcha^^ed  and  located  five  miles  ctii-t  of 
Morgauton.  The  Depots  at  Catawba,  N-ewton,  IJickory  Tav(.'!;n  and  Mor- 
ganton  are  standing. .  This  destruction  of  property  is  found,  by  Engineer's 
estimate,  to  amount  to  $111,000,  at  the  prices  before  the  war. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  application  be  made  to  the  Utiiiod  Statcfi 
Government  for  indemnity,  since  it  occurred  after  the  surrendc»i-  of  Geneval 
Lee  and  tlie  virtual  ternjiuation  of  tlie  war,  and,  some  of  it,  alier  the  anii- 
istice  between  Gens.  Johnston  and  Sherman.   .         '  . 

Counting  the  wear  and  tear  for  the  four  ye^rs  of  war,  during  whicll  you 
have  worked,  practically,  for  nothing,  and  the  loss  by  the  torch  at  its  close, 
your  interests  liave  siUfered  to  the  e.\tcnt  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars 
— gold  value.  All  of  the  buildings  and  fixtures  were  of  the  best ;  soipe  ot 
them  approaching  magnificence.  It  will  not  be  necessary,  in  my  judg- 
ment, if  it  were  practical)le,  to  build  so  e:ctensively  and  expensively  as  be- 
fore. Much  of  the  old  niaterialcan  be  used  in  the  repairs,  and"  by  the  judi- 
cious use  of  §20,000  in  money  now,  I  think  the  lload  can  be  successfully 
operated.  I  therefore  adviac  that  (his amount  be  raised  by  a  loan  from  the 
State  or  fcom  individuals. 

There  is  due  from  Agents  fi2, 505.73,  of  which  ^i377.71  is  old  debt — the 
balance  Confederate.  The  United  States  owes  us  $1,500  for  mail  service 
befora  the  war,  and  there  is  supposed  to  be  a  consiilerable  sum  due  from 
the  former  Chief  Engineer — 1  say  "'supposed  to  be"  because  there  are  no 
payiers,  since  the  raid,  relating  to  the  investigation  once  had  ;  and  after 
careful  inquiry  I  learn  just  so  mucji — the  Committee  not  making  a  report, 
I  have  had  no  opportunity  of  investigating  the  matter  myself,  but  under- 
stand from  Mr.  Turner  that  he  claims  some  credits.  This  mdtter  should 
be  looked  into  and  settle<i. 

There  is  an  unimproved  town  lot  in  Salisbury,  belonging  to  the  Compa- 
ny, which  I  can  see  no  use*for  and  think  should  be  sold.  It  is  worth,  per- 
haps, $1,000. 

Since  (he  suspension  of  liostilitiei? between  North  Carolina  and  the  U.  S., 
say  in  May  last,  I  was  called  to  take'charge  of  the  Road.  It  became  nee 
•essary  at  once  to  employ  a  large  force  to  rebuild  the  brid<ics  and  "get  up" 
the  track.  A  considerable  number  are  yet  ditching.  It  this  is  not  thor- 
oughly done  before  winter,  there  will  be  great  danger  of  the  road-bed  be- 
coming impassable. 

All  Agents  and  other  employees  not  indispensable  to  the  present  businesa  . 
of  the  Road  were  discharged  and  the  receipts  steadily  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  laborers  employed  in  rebuilding. 

The  Round  House  at  Salisbury  is  being  repaired  so  as  to  be  used  for 
shops  and  shelter,  and  in  such  manner  that  should  it  become  desirable  to 
rebuild  largely,  the  temporary  work  now  done  will  be  availat>le.  All  rer 
pairs  done  there  isafter  consultation  with  Mr.  Murdock  and  other  .of  the 
beet  Railroad  men  "in  the  ccintry.     Two  temporary  buildings,  one  at  States- 


ville,  llic  other  .at,  tlic  Ilcail.pf  ihc  Ron.l,  Iiavc  liccn  crcclciV  for  the  accoin- 
niotlation  of  pas^cnirers  and  freigJit.  IVo  tanks  have  been  rebuilt.  The 
iStcani  Saw  Mill  is  a;;rr(in  in  successful  opcral'on,  and  will  prove  a  valuable 
Huxiliarry  to  the  lload,  now  that  luiuiier  is  iu  such  demand  and  tiur  need 
so  .threat.  .  "  • 

We  have  a  field  of  fl:ie  growing  Cora  at  ''Plott's,"  which  lias  been  culti- 
vated by  the  .Section  luuiil.s  there.  A  lan^e  crop  of  Sorghum  Ticar  CatawUa 
S(ati,on,  and  a  choice  lot  of  Hogs  at  that  jilacc  also  belong  to  the  poad. 

The  destruction 'of  the  Road  and  tliestibjugation  of  the  State  were  simul- 
taneous— leaving  the  Treasurer  without  a  dollar  of  available  means.  But" 
1))'  individual  crtKiit  we  were  Koon  enaf)led  to  open  the  line  to  the  'public 
and  have  since  run  regularly,  trivvceldy  tri^s,  over  the  entire  road.  The 
cash  receipts  to  June  30fh,  .kIx  weeks,  were  ^>1,019.15.  Since  then  the 
busincsrs  has  been  pteadily  increa!?ing  i'esides  tins,  we  have  done  ?1,31G 
of  work  for  6.  &  S.C.'ll.  11.  Co.  in  exchange  for  cross-ties,  and  ;-'l,T;Xl  for 
'liaiiling  ti'oops  for  theJJnijed  States,  and  have  ^550  of  due  bills  on  sundry 
•  citizens  for  fare  'J'here  is  also  to  be  add(?d  the  business  of  the' Express 
Company  over  our  line.  .Thus  it  will  be^eeeu  that  tlie  earnings  are  not' in-* 
consi-lerable. 

Jt  is  due  to  e.vplaiu  why  th'c.=e  due  i>ills  have  accumulated.  There  was, 
in  tijc  early-  part  of  June,  no  Ckirreucy  in  tlie  country,  and  many  j^ersous 
were  compelled  to  visit  lialeigii  on  jmblic  business.  Irftlie  distressed  con- 
.  <lition  of  the  com, try  we  could  not.refuse  to  transport  them.  Again,  the 
Military  authorities  arrested  a  number  of  persons  in  tltt  West,  causing 
witnesses  to  goto  Snlisbury  to  give  evidence.  These  people  could  not 
reach  that  point,  wiiliin  the  time  fixed,  otherwi.'^e.  In  these,  and  a  few 
ot'ier  extreme  cases  o(  ncccssily,  the  parties  were  allowed  to  give  their  notes 
for  the  amount  of  the  faro, 

I  have,  agreed  with  tlie  ivmorican  Telegrapli  Company  far  the  erection  of 
n  line  o1"  wires  from  Salisbury  to  Morganton.  Tivcy  are  to  furbish  every 
thing,  do  all  the  labor  and  operate  it  ai'ler  completion — doing  all  liail  Road 
'business  free  of  charge.  .For  this  we  give  thbm  the  right  of  way. 
■  it  woulil  be  well  Jo  begin  at  once  raising  the  Locust  on  t!ie  Camp.":  , 
grounds,  along  the  line  of  the  road.  There  would 'be , very  little  expense 
■attending  it,  and  in  a  few  years  the  growth  would  be  invaluable  for  cross^ 
ties. 

7I1C  salaries  of  Officers  is  a  matter  which  will  cTuini  your  attention. — 
pnring  the  war  tlicy  were  raised  from  time. to  lime:  now,  it  is  hecessarv 
to  fix  them  ,'^(5  as  to  confJnti  to  the  ne\v  order  of  things.  1  feel  constrained 
to  gay  that  the  Road  cannot  su.stainjtself  without  great  economy,  and  t-hnt 
the  salaries  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  business  of  the  R6fid  and  the 
duties  jjcrformed;  '  '  ,'  . 

It  is  of  great  impoitance  that*thc  remaindcrof  the  work  ea;.t  of  Morgan-  • 
ton  should  be  coinplefrd,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  it  cannot  be  dot:^.  -In 
18Gi  the  Board  of  Internal  Imiirovcnient.=!  ordered  theauspcnsion  t)f  wprk. 
Since  then  the  contractor,  Colonel  Chas.  F.  Fisher,  died,  and  Uie  Dircctdry  • 
released  his  Administrators  from  the  contract.  Soon  after,  .the  C9nipany 
employed  McKe.-;Pon  <t  Hunt  to  finiih  it,  but,  al'ier  v.orking  awhjle,  tliey, 
(00,  were  released,  with  payment  for'wh.'it  they  diiL* 

'  'J' wo  hundred  ton^  of  Iron  will  be  necdct'l  for  the  completion  of  tho  (rnc ' 
to  Morganton  and,  uith  the  grading  yet  to  do,  will  cost  about' ^40, 000.- 
Thic  I  think  can  be  accouf]ilithed  very  BOon.

By  this  means  wlien 
hostilities  ceasetl,  we  had  but  few  accounts  to  settle,  due  in  Confederate 
money,  and  a,  very  small  amount  on  h^nd,  though  v;e  had  a  large  amount 
due  I'rom  the  Cdnfederaie  States  which  we  were  unable  to  collect  in  time 
to  dispose  of.  .         , 

By  your  advice  a  lot  of  Cotton  was  shipped  to  Nassau  to  buy  supplies  for    ! 
the  Company:  this  proved  a  complete  success — in  return  we  received  a    ■• 
large  supply  of  gum-beltiug,  paints,  oils,  sciews,  tacks,  tin,  &c., — materials 
greatly  needed  and  which  could  not  be  obtainecJ  in  tKe  Confederacy.  •  ^,^ 

Our  Ixoad  suflered,  as  you  know,  immense  damage  by  the  raid  of  Gen'l  ^\ 
Stoneman'a  command,  and  consisted  as  follows,  estimated  in  roand  num-     "^ 
bers :  Jomt  Passenger  Depot  and  Shed,  Salisbury,  ?12,000 ;  Dgpot,  $6,000;   .

^  i)y  rccrossiiig  the  river  and  running  down  to  Third  Creek,  while  the 
aniiy  was  crOHsiiVg  aoove,  I.  was  enabled  to  save  three  engines,  the  other 
two,  tliough  seriously  injured,  can  be  repaired  when  we  have  the  necessary 
slinps.  . 

During  the  last  winter  our  trains  were  impressed  by  the  Confederate 
aiithoriiies  to  do  service  on  other  roads,  rendering  it  impossible  to  keep  a 
^ditching  train  on  our  own;  by  Spring,  this  caused  our  deep  and  narrow 
•outs  to  be  nearly  impassable.  A  large  force  had  been  hired  to  put  the 
tinck  in  thorou.srh  order  during  the  Summer,  but  was  broken  up  by  the  raid 
of  Gen'l  StoneiuAn,  followed  in  quick  succession  by  the  fall  of  the  Confed- 
eracy, thereby  setting  the  slaves  at  liberty.  Since  then  difficulty  of  getting 
etcady  labor  and  the  great  scarcity  of  money  has  retarded  work  greatly.— 
We  are,  hov.'evei,  able  to  report  a  considerable  amount  of  work  done. 

At  Salisbury  a  new  Shop  has  been  commenced,  in  which  ordinary  repairs 
can  now  be  maiie.  At  the. Six  Mile  post  a  new  Tank  and  house  for  the 
Section  hands  has  been  rebuilt;  the  place  of  the  bridges  over  Second  and' 
Tliird  Greeks  has  Been  supplied  by  most  excellent  trestles,  which  are,  in 
tact,  better  than  the  former  structures,  these  having  been  infeecure  for  sev- 
eral years.  A  teniporary  depot  has  been  built  at  Slatesville,  the  slight  in- 
jury at  Catawba  Bridge  repaired,  the  Saw  Mill  and  Tank  at  Icard's  rebuilt 
and  the  road  itself  extended  to  within  two  and  a  half  miles  of  Morganton. 
At  this  terminus  a  small  depot  has  been  put  up. 
^  Our  prcs]wcts  at  one  time  were  so  dark  that  your  body  had  under  con- 
sideration the'  propriety  of  suspending  for  a  time,  but  we  have  bee:n  able  to 
Iceep  moving  only  by  the  strictest  economy.  Our  earnings  have  already 
increased  greatly  and  will  this  month  compare  favorably  with  any  corres- 
ponding one  previous  to  the  war..  As  to  our  future,  the  unsettled  condition 
of  affairs  renders  it  impossible  to  form  any  reasonable  conjectures. 

It  aftbrds  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  very  general  faithfulness 
of  the  employees  under  my  direction,  during  a  year  unparalleled  in  its  drain 
upon  their  energies.  »

INSrECTORS'  RErORT. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Western  JV.  C.  R.  R.  Company : 

T]\e  undersigned  appointed  inspectors  of  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Railroad  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholderi?,  have  the  Honor 
to  submit  the  following  report. 

The  general  condition  of^the  load  bed  13  good,  and  the  whole  is  being 
rapidly  repaired  by  the  clearing  of  the  ditches,  removing  grass  from  the 
track  and  supplying  new  cross-ties  where  most  needed  ;  a  great  number  of 
new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  last  twelve  months,  and  many  more  wiH  be 
required  before  the  end  of  another  year.  We  think  a  great  mistake  was 
made  in  clothing  the  road  with  Iron  so  light,  owing  to  the  great  weight  of 
the  locomotives- used  on  th'is  road,  many  of  the  bars  are  wearing  out  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  supply  new  ones  in  a  short  time.  Your  Committee 
woulJ  suggest  whenever  uew  bars  are  required  that  they  be  obtained  of  the 
same  size  and  weight  as  those  used  on  the  Charlotte  and  Statesville  road, 
and  thus  eventually  the  road  will  be  supplied  with  a  heavier  and  conse- 
quently more  durable  iron.  At  the  point  known  as  the  "  Mountain  Cut," 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  the  road  bed  in  good  order,  owing  to  the 
character  of  the  soil,  slides  are  frequent,  and  numerous  springs  submerging 
the  road  and  the  di^culty  of  thorough  drainage,  requires  almost  constant 
work  and  attention  to  make  it  passable  at  all.     . 

Your  Committee  were  agreeably  surprised  to  find  that  so  much  had  been 
done  to  repair  and  rebuild  the  structures  injured  and  destroyed  by  the 
raiders. 

The  neat  and  substantial  brick  Depot  a^  Morganton  was  fortunately  uh-i 
injured,  a  temporary  building  to  serve  as  a  depot  has  been  efected  at  the 
present  terminus  of  the  road,  (the  forn'ier  one  having  loeen  burned,)  whichT 
now  reaches  to  within  two  and  a  half  miles  of  Morganton.     The  Saw  and 
Grist  Mill  owned  by  the  Company  was  burned,  but  with  coramen^abla  * 
energy  and  zeal  the  officers  of  the  road  have  rebuilt  and  now  have  the  Saw 
Mill  in  good  running  order.    The  depot  at  Icard's  Station  is  entirely  u 
troyed.     The  water  tank  at  this  Station  and  wherever  they  were  demolisn- 
ed  by  the  raiders,  have  been  substantially  rebuilt.    The  depots  and  other 
buildings  at  Hickory  Station,  Newton  and  Catawba  Station  are  intact  and 
in  good  order.    At  Catawba  Station  the  Depot  lias  been  removed  from  the 
left  to  the  right  hand  side  of^the  road,  which  is  a  great  improvement.     At ' 
this  place  we  found  about  400  bushels  of  corn,  2,000  pounds  of  bacon  and 
about  100  head  of  hogs  belonging  to  the  Company ;  some  40  head  of  these 
hogs  are  large  and  in  fine  condition,  and  will  make  by  winter  at  a  small 
expense,  from  8,000  to  10,000  pounds  of  Pork. 
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We  congratulftte  the, Company  that  tlic  expensive  and  splendid  bridge 
spanning  tlie  Catawba  was  but  slightly  injured,  only  a  small  portion  of  the 
covering  being  ripped  up  near  the  centre,  I'or  the  purpose  of  firing  the  tim- 
bers.   This  with  some  other  slight  repairs  to  the  covering  should  be  immC' 
diately  attended  to,  as  in  its  present  condition,  the  wood  work  will  be  ex- 
posed to  the  weather  and  liable  to  rot-     Six  miles  further  we  find  the  tank 
and  wood-shed  all  in  prime  order.     Here  the  Company  have  some  fifteen 
or  twenty  a-cres  in  Corn  and  Sorghum  ;  the  corn  will  probably  yield  300  or 
400  bushels.    The  fine  bridge  crossing  Third  Creek  near  Statesville  is  un- 
injured.   At  Statesville  sad  havoc  was  made  by  the  raiders  of  the  buildings    ■ 
belonging  to  the  Company— the  walls  of  the  Depot  are  however  good  and 
should  be  immediately  covered  to  protect  them  from  the  frosts  of  winter. 
The  buildings  at  Third  Creek  Station  are  all  destroyed,  likewise  the  bridge 
spanning  that  and  Second  Creek ;  both  have  been  replaced  by  plain  but 
substantial  trestle  structures,  which  we  think  are  safe  and  will  answer  the 
purpose  required,  until  more  prosperous  times  may  enable  the  Company  to 
substitute  others  of  greater  cost.     Eeaching  Salisbury  we  ;Sud  all  the  splen- 
did and  convenient  buildings,  erected  at  a  great  cost,  a  mass  of  ruins.     The 
beautiful  edifice  used  as  an  office  and  reception  room,  and  the  shed  attach- 
ed, equal  to  any  thing  of  the  kind  in  the  Southern  States,  have  both  disap- 
peared under  the  inexol-able  hand  of  War.     The  Machine  Shop  and  Foun- 
dry  is  entirely  destroyed,  the  walls  crumbling  and  worth  nothing  except 
for  the  brick.    The  walls  of  the  Circular  building  (hitherto  used  for  the 
reception  of  the  cars  and  locomotives  while  undergoing  repairs,  &c.,)  are 
in  good  condition  and  can  be  readily  repaired.    This  building,  as  was  sug-. 
gested  by  the  Superintendent,  can  be  made  to  answer  all  the  purposes  of  a 
Machine  Shop  as  welf  as  that  for  which  it  was  originally  intended  by  some 
economical  additions,  one  of  which  has  been  already  built.    A  new  well 
nearly  completed  is  so  arranged  that  the  water  will  be  pumped  without 
additional  lalsor  by  machinery,  from  the  work-shop,  a  great  improvement 
on  the  fcfrmer  mode,  which  required  four  hands  constantly  laboring  at  the, 
pump  to  supply  water. 

The  Company  own  an  adjacent  lot  on  which  has  been  erected  a  neat 
dwelling,  now  occupied  by  the  Master  Machinist.  There  is  still  another 
lot  pointed  out  to  your  Committee  as  belonging  to  the  Company,  which  has 
never  been  of  any  use  to  the  incorporation  and  in  all  probability  never  will, 
we  would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  its  being  sold^ 

Three  of  the  locomotives  are  in  good  order  and  will  be  sufficient  in  the 
opinion  ot  the  Superintendent  to  do  all  the  work  required  for  some  time  to 
come.  Two  were  burned  by  the  raiders,  and  it  will  probably  cost  $5,000 
or  $G,000  to  put  them  in  thorough  repair.  All  the  passenger  coaches  ex- 
cept one  were  entirely  destroyed — this  one  is  badly  injured  but  is  being  fit-

ted  up  and  will  be  on  the  road  in  a  few  days.  The  officers  of  the  road  have 
succeeded  in  collecting  and  bringing  to  Salisbury  a  large  quantity  of  burnt 
iron  which  will  be  very  valuable  for  many  purposes.

ers for  their  energy,  zeal  and  perseverance  with  which  they  have  encoun- 
tered .and  overcome  the  adverse  circumstances  surrounding  them.
